Count Georg Leo vori Caprivi de Caprem 
de Monte-cucculi, the German Chancellor, 
is the eldest of the four sons.of Julius Ed- 
ward von Caprivi, who was a high legal 
functionary in the service of the Brastin 
State. General yon Caprivi was born at 
Charlottenburg on Feb. 24, 1831. Enter- 
ing 2 general regiment in. his eighteenth 
year, he won rapid promotion and served 
with distinction in the eampaigns of 1864 
and 1866. _ In 1870 he acted as Chief of the 
Staff to the 10th Corps, of which he is now 
the Coinmander, and reaped fresh laurels 
in all thé battles on the Loire. Swiftly 
ancending the other steps of the military 
Indder, ho was appointed in 1883 to the 
command of the 20th Division at Metz; 
and next yesr, passing from the army to 
the navy, he-succeeded to Herr von Stasch, 
on tho latter's retirement from the head of 
the fidmiralty. In o short time naval men 
by profession were amazed at the mastery 
of their art and the perception of their in 
terests which were diaplayed by a more 
landsman and svldier. Soon after the pre- 
sent Emperor's accession, on tho death of 
Count Monts, he reorganised the navy ; the 
command of the Imperial fieet being vested 
in Admiral von der Goltz, while something 
like a ministry of murine was created under | 
Rear-Admiral von Heusner ; and it was on 
this occasion that General von” Caprivi, 
sharing inthe redistribution of military 
enumands, was rewarded for his loyslty to 
the army, no less than for his naval ser- 
vices, with the 10th or Hanoverian Army 
Corps, which-is-one of tho finest in the 
whole army.

At 
the same time s loan was raised, and offici- 
als were sent to Kiangst and Hunan tu 
buy up rico and bring it down in junks in 
place of steam launches. At Soochow a de- 
pot fur the sale of cheip rica was.opened, 
and permission granted to allow affici- 
als and merchants to bring rice to Shanghai 
freo of duty and likin up to the 3let of 
August. I likewise ordered that the stock 
in tha government: granarios should be 
properly divided, and that the purchase- 
money should be sent to the various places 
where help was required. Alb the officials 
carried out my orders strictly, with the 
exception of tho sub-profect Tai Hu, who 

8 béen removed from office. ‘Thera has 
therefore been no gpposition or neglect of 
duty on the part of the officiala generally. 

With regard to the charge that the 
people had expressly requested that the ox- 
pet of riés into the interior be wise stopped, 
lest thoy should be unable to buy it at any 
price, I have to state that these requests 
wero infide after tho issue of the order stap- 
ping tho export | Bat as -s00n a3 if was 

nown by deorees thatonly the export from 
the port was in consideration, no more 
complaints sg .to inability to buy were 
heard.-Now-the new harvest has'come in, 
grain has heoome cheaper, and. the people 
are quiet. This is the true state of affuirs. 

But the Tavtai is furthermore charged 
with irritating the people of the Sungkiang 
district by issuing in each district far too 
many permits for the purchase of rice. 
This denunciation is likewise - baseless. 
The atock of rice in Shanghai waa’so low in 
‘Juno Inst year, than it could not have lasted 
‘for more than half o month}; accordingly, 
1,500 permits, each for Pls. 100, were isaucd. 
Of these, only 914 were used. As various 
district magistrates requeated that the pur- 
chase of rice should be forbidden in their 
district, the Taotai very properly ordored 
that not more than: Pls. -1,000 should bo 
purchased in nny one district. 

The Taotai is furthermore charged with 


having, from avaricious motives, favoured | 


the secret export of rice and participated 
in it himself. In Shanghai, all goods be- 
fore they ara exported: hnve to prea the 
Customs, and a clandestine export of grain 
in large quantities is therefore impossible, 
whether the ‘Tactai notified the Castoms 
of it or not, A ease proving the strict con- 
trol exercised by the Customs occurred in 
April last year, when it was reported to 
the Customg that rice was being smuggled 
away in. the Chitin Merchants’ steamer 
Kwunglee. The Customs -at once put 

officint on board as o passenger, with 
orders to proceed th Hongkong, where he 
confiscated 70: bags of rice that had been. 
smuggled on board, and the smuggler was 
fined Tle.200. The expectant Taotai Shén 
Tun-ho, in accord with the acting Commis- 
sibner of Customs, Mr. Taylor, ascertained: 
that during the ‘first, half of the Chinese 
year (excepting the time during which tho 
export was prohibited) altogether only Pls. 
24,384 of rice were exported, and this was 
ali needed for Canton, -Tientsin, Ningpo, 
and Amoy, and was shipped: thither by 
steamers, For ail these shipments Customs 
receipts can be produced. - 

These are the true facts, which underlie 
tho charges made against Teai Tactai. As 
ny searching investigation shows that no 
irregularities whatever have ‘beon com- 
mitted, I take tha liberty io propuse’ that 
ne farthor notice be taken of the charges.
